Mr. William Henry McConnell, un­ 
til quite recently 
manager 
of the 
Brookly n Theater, has a great many 
entertaining tales to tell of his ex ­ 
p erience with American actors, and a 
fav orite theme with him is the distin­ 
guished Lawrence Barrett. 
He say s 
he became p retty well acquainted with 
Mr. B arrett during the brief season that 
he serv ed as the eminent tragedian’s 
agent. , It seems that Messrs. Miles & 
Barton, of Cincinnati, had engaged 
B arrett for a Southern tour, and, of 
course, they p rov ided the sup p orting 
comp any ; accordingly B arrett had no 
jurisdiction ov er the comp any —that is 
to say , the comp any was hired for the 
season, and Mr. B arrett could not dis­ 
charge nor fine any memlwr thereof. 
Finding himself in need of a business 
rep resentativ e, 
B arrett 
hired 
Mc­ 
Connell, and it was up on his dev oted 
head that B arrett wreaked the wrath 
p rov oked by the incomp etent comp any 
furnished by Miles & Barton. 
The 
season lasted only a few weeks, but 
during that time McConnell was dis­ 
charged 8 68 times. 
If one of the com­ 
p any hitched in his lines—McConnell 
was discharged; if the audience was 
chary of ap p lause—McConnell w as dis­ 
charged ; if the scenery refused to shov e 
smoothly —McConnell was discharged; 
in short, ev ery trifling detail for which 
Mc( ’onnell w*as in no way resp onsible 
was made a p retex t for his p eremp tory 
dismissal. 
Quite naturally McConnell 
soon came to take his numerous dis­ 
charges as m atters of course, and he ac­ 
cep ted them in a p erfunctory sort of a 
way ; this was entirely satisfactory to 
B arrett, because he looked up on the 
discharging of an emp loy e merely as a 
trifling circumstance w hich was needed 
to whet a tragedian’s ap p etite or to let 
the emp loy e know that the emp loy er 
was on deck. 
And as McConnell w as 
the only man B arrett could discharge 
it was only natural that he should be 
the sole recip ient of all Mr. B arrett’s 
fav ors in this line. 
McConnell got so, 
finally , that he could tell in the morn­

p rop er humility , “and I hav e p rep ared 
a little schedule for the day which 1 
hop e y ou will sign, as a p ersonal fav or 
to m e.” 
“L et mo p eruse it, sir,” demanded 
the tragedian, gloomily . 
McConnell handed him a bit of p ap er 
on which were written a number of fig­ 
ures, thus: 
“8 :30, 9 :00, 9 :30, 10:00, 
10:3*0, 11:00, 11:8 0,” etc.; etc. 
“Well, sir,” inquired Mr. Barrett 
sternly , “what does aU this arrant fig­ 
uration signify ?” 
“The half-hours show when I may 
consider my self discharged to-morrow, ” 
answered McConnell, meekly , “and the 
hours when I may consider my self re­ 
engaged. ” 
“A h!” said Mr. Barrett, eagerly ; and 
he signed the p ap er at once.— Ch ica g o 
News.

A Stick o f Ca nd y. 


There are some y oung p eop le who do 
not care about Indians, or gy p sies, or 
Robinson Crusoes, p articularly girls. 
There are some who are not interested 
about horses, or p irates, or p icnics, and 
who do not care about riddles. 
But is 
tuere one who is indifferent to confec­ 
tionery ? 
If there are any such, there 
ar» ! enough elders with a “sweet tooth” 
to make the count good. 
And y et it is 
safe to say that not one of all can tell 
w ho first made or ate confectionery , or 
when or where it was first made, or 
where the most is made now*, or how it 
is made. 
In fact, the Frenchm en, 
Gritiod de la Rey niere and Coste, told 
the truth in 18 05, when they said, “The 
inv entor of sugar-eandy is not known.” 
Candy got its name from the Vene­ 
tians. 
They learned how to refine the 
sugar by boiling and otherw ise treating 
the molasses, and called the sug^r they 
made candidus, because it was white. 
And now let ns see how candy is 
made. 
First, the confectioner buy s 
hogsheads of refined sugar. 
W hen this 
is in his factory , he first dissolv es the 
sugar in water. 
Then he boils the 
sugar-water 
to 
what is called the 
standard consistency —that is, the water 
is just so sweet, and the sugar has just 
so much water. 
This is cooled, and 
then it is boiled again, and cream of 
tartar is p ut in to p rev ent it from 
cry stallizing. 
Rock candy , the p urest of all, is made 
directly from this, by p ouring the 
melted mass into cans which hav e 
strings rnn through them. 
The sugar 
collects on the strings, and when the 
cans hav e been p laced in a cool room, 
the cry stals form in forty -eight hours, 
and the liquid is strained away . 
If 
cream candy is wanted, nothing is 
needed but to use sugar that has been 
slightly boiled, and add a little coloring 
and nut flav or. 
The ordinary “stick” candy is p ro­ 
duced by cooking to a crisp , and p our­ 
ing the p roduct up on a m arble slab to 
cool. 
It is then warmed slightly and 
“p ulled.” 
G reat establishments “p ull” 
bv machinery ; but sm aller ones take 
the candy in such amounts as one p er­ 
son can handle, and each p uller throws 
the middle of what he holds ov er a big 
iron hook in the side of the room, and 
p ulls the ends toward him. 
There is a great knack in doing this. 
When it is well done the candy becomes 
soft and ev en in color. The essences or 
oils are p oured in while it is being 
p ulled, and the liquids or p aste are 
added at the same time to flav or and 
color the candy ; and when it has been 
well “worked,” it is drawn out into 
“sticks,” which are broken ap art and 
laid in p iles. —A n o n . _ _ _ _ _ _ _

Ladv Dufferin’s g reat p lan for the 
imp rov ement of the condition of w omen 
in India has met with the encourag e­ 
m ent it well deserv es ; but a v c are sadly 
ig norant of the real p osition of a Hindoo 
woman. 
In India the Education Com­ 
m ittee state that there are 21,000,000 
widows, and a larg e p rop ortion of these 
are children between 5 and 15! 
A 
Hindoo lady , herself emancip ated from 
the bondag e of her caste, has w ritten to 
the Tim es o f In d ia in v ery forcible 
lang uag e on the subject of enforced 
widowhood, and p ainting in sadly true 
colors the terrible p osition which a 
widow holds in India 
it is a p ositiv e 
stig ma. 
The sig ht of one draws forth 
a curse from the orthodox Hindoo, and 
she is deg raded to coarse food and 
menial work in the household. 
A man 
may marry many wiv es, and p robably 
does ; but a woman, once a widow', must 
remain so all her life, be she a child of 
tender y ears or a woman of fi().

ardor and imp ulse, the step -mother 
comes as a stoic or a relig ious rig orist, 
freezing all the innocent life around 
her, conscientiously attem p ting hig h 
ends by injudicious means, and unable 
to see why she fails in her effort. Some­ 
times, on the other hand, she comes to 
relax and demoralize w’ith merely self­ 
ish 
and Avorhlly thoug hts a y oung 
household broug ht up to a hig h sense 
of nobleness and unworldly aims. 
In 
any such case the father finds himself 
almost help less; either he is under a 
g lamour of admiration and sees nothing 
wrong ; or, if he finds out his mistake, 
he is p robably p araly zed by p reoccup a­ 
tion, which takes him away from his 
home, and keep s him toiling for the 
bread of the family . 
After all, it is 
the mother, ev en if that relation be a 
substituted one. who is clo se to the chil­ 
dren; she has hours Avith them while the 
father has m inutes; and after he has 
once made his choice, chang e is imp os­ 
sible, ev en thoug h the children suffer. 
But are not those cases, after all, the 
excep tions? 
Looking at it 
m erely 
from the children’s side, it seems to me 
that in most cases this much-abused 
step -mother comes as a help and a 
g ain. 
It is easy to see her errors and 
faults. 
The resp ectable g ossip s of the 
neig hborhood may be safely relied up on 
for that serv ice. 
But who can estimate 
the p erils from which ev en she may 
hav e sav ed those children? 
Somebody , 
some woman, must care for them. 
It 
is often this alone that driv es the 
desp airing father into a second marriag e 
to escap e the irreg ular household and 
the alternate flatteries and cruelties of 
hired attendance. We see the mistakes 
of the step -m other; avc* do not see the 
Averse conting encies from which hIio has 
sav ed those children. 
Many are the 
instances of hap p y boy s Avho p erhap s 
learned for the first time Avlmt a home 
and a fireside meant, up on the arriv al of 
the new mistress of the m ansion; of 
fortunate little g irls who found all their 
dawning womanhood fostered and p ro­ 
tected by the g racious kindliness of one 
who was to them a m other in all but 
blood. 
I talked y esterday with an 
ag ed lady who can nev er keep down 
her tears at the mention of that ang el 
of her y outh, of whom she Avill nev er 
sp eak but by the na- e of m other.

F IS H IN G F O R S H R IM P S . 


Wo w* o f the Chinese F isherm en A lo n g the 
P ttfifle C o a st. 
The sig ht of the awkward Chinese 
unk has become so common in the bay 
as to hardly attract the attention of 
those who are in the habit of using the 
ferry boats constantly , say s tho San 
Francisco 
Po st. 
Occasionally some 
jocular, contemp tuous rem ark is made 
on the build or rig of one of the crafts, 
coup led with a p ity ing allusion to the 
p ov erty -stricken looking crew. 
Tlie 
oiv ners of the crafts can afford to let 
the laug h g o round, and none of them 
is at all desirous of correcting the mis­ 
taken imp ression as to their p ov erty 
and the small amount realized by their 
trade. 
It will astonish many of those 
who hav e ridiculed the clumsy , hig li- 
sterned l>oxes, with their slatted square* 
sails, to learn that the freig ht carried 
by these boats amounts in v alue to 
about $.1,000,000 a y ear. 
All of them 
arc eng ag ed in the fishing trade on tho 
bay and the lag oons or tidal creeks 
which run up into the low marshy 
lands ly ing along tho shores. They are 
here to make as much money in as 
short a time as p ossible, and then g o 
back to China. 
From Vallejo to the 
•xtromo southern end of the bay they 
are busy all the y ear round, drag g ing 
the waters 
of tho 
bay 
with nets 
hav ing meshes so small that nothing 
th at swims can escap e 
them ; 
sal­ 
mon fry . minnows, y oung 
herring , 
shrimp s, and larg o fish are all scoop ed 
in. 
The larg er fish are sold at 10 to 15 
cents p er p ound in Chinatown, while 
the sm aller ones, tog ether with the 
shrimp s, are sent abroad. 
W hen a 
haul is made the wrig g ling mass is 
sorted out on the beach, the larg e fish 
being at once sent to market. The small 
fish are ag ain sorted, the larg er ones 
being dried and p acked 
sep arately . 
The shrimp s, after being dried, are 
shaken up in siev es or riddles. 
The 
shells and small p ortions of the shrim p s 
fall throug h the siev es and are care­ 
fully g athered up in sacks. 
The meaty 
p arts are carefully p acked and also sent 
abroad as a table delicacy ; tlie shells 
and refuse, tog ether with tho refuse fish, 
are all p acked tog ether and sent away 
to bo used as food for fowls or for 
manure. 
Ev ery steamer leav ing this 
p ort takes a Av a y 
in the neig hborhood of 
400 tons of dried shrimp s and fish in 
the p rop ortion of 150 tons of shrimp s, 
200 tons of sardines, salmon, etc., and 
fifty tons of shrimp shells and fish 
manure. 
The shrimp s are the most 
v aluable, bring ing in China an av erag e 
of $.» 00 p er ton. 
Tho sardines and 
salmon are worth $200 p er ton and 
tne refuse $40 p er ton, or a total of 
$8 7 ,000 for the 400 tons of p roduct.

Parnell ha» requested the cable news to pub­ 
lish the following statement: 
“ I positively 
deny that I sought an interview with Earl 
Carnarvon, and also differ with him in re­ 
gard to two of the conditions upon which 
Lord Carnarvon alleges be based an inter­ 
view, viz: That he was acting upon his own 
hook entirely, and that be declined to hear 
or say one word which might be construed 
as detrimental to the union. 
Lord Carnar­ 
von did not lay any condition whatever 
previous to his conference with m e 
1 ad­ 
mit that there is some foundation for the 
third condition he has mentioned, namely, 
that he hoped it wonld be understood that 
he was not engaged in making any treaty 
or bargain. 
Lord Carnarvon said he had 
sought an interview with me in order to 
ask my views upon the question of a consti­ 
tution for Ireland, but it soon became 
obvious that he wished to give his own. 
Replying to his inquiry respecting a pro­ 
posal to establish a central legislature in 
Ireland founded upon the county board, I 
said I did not think the Irish people would 
accept that as a final settlement; 
the 
central body ought to be a parliament in 
name, and, in fact, having power to deal 
with the local government of the countries. 
“ Lord Carnarvon stated that this was his 
own view, which statement Impressed me as 
being an important concession 
to 
the 
weight of Irish opinion. 
He also suggested 
the idea of basing an Irish parliament in 
Dublin upon the model of the colonial par­ 
liamentary bodies. 
His 
opinions upon 
this subject struck me os the result of 
much thought and study. 
I remarked that 
the protection of certain Irish industries 
against English and foreign competition 
was absolutely necessary. 
“ Lord Carnarvon replied: ‘I entirely agree 
with you, but what a row there’ll be in 
England.’ 
I left Lord Carnarvon believ­ 
ing that we were in complete accord upon 
the main outlines of a settlement of the 
question of governing Ireland, and have 
reason to believe that he expressed his 
views upon the cabinet. 
I also believe that 
Lord Carnarvon resigned office because we 
did not give the Conservatives a majority 
at the polls. 
I spoke at Wicklow and acted

special needs and requirements of all, the 
imperial parliament being supreme over the 
whole. 
This will satisfy the national aspir­ 
ations of England and Scotland. 
The 
national aspirations of Ireland are not 
stronger than these, nor are they more en­ 
titled to sympathy.” 
Sir Charles Dilke has issued a manifesto 
to his constituents. 
Referring to the Irish

E A R L Y B R O A l t S I D E S . 


Th o reh iele o f Pu MU in fo rm a tta n Hrfo ro

Newspapers, as the word is now un­ 
derstood, are the growth of the nine­ 
teenth century, one of the most aston­ 
ishing and rapid growths of a remarka­ 
ble age. 
In their absence, the peri­ 
wigged, broad-skirted 
gentry of an 
earlier age were informed of the inten­ 
tions of their government, and even of 
the current events of the day, by means 
of broadsides, sheets of paper printed 
only on one side and either displayed 
in public places, distributed gratis, or 
hawked about the streets, according to 
the character of their contents. 
The collection of these broadsides in 
the Boston public library is not as large 
as that owned by private libraries of an 
earlier foundation, but under 
glass 
cases and carefully stored portfolios 
there are a number of public documents 
of this description that were published 
in this country in the days of Salem 
witches’ and rebel tea parties. 
Among the earliest 
documents of 
this description in the possession of the 
public library is a proclamation headed 
by the traditional lion and unicorn and 
signed by William Stougliton, then 
“ Governor” of the province of Massa­ 
chusetts Bay, on May 27, 1G9G. 
It 
cites the law* granting £ 50 blood-money 
for every adult male Indian prisoner, 
and 
£ 25 
for 
every 
woman 
and 
child; speaks of the bounty on scalps, 
and offers to all volunteers provision, 
surgical attendance, ammunition, and 
wages from the public treasury. These 
gentle traits of our Puritan ancestors 
have become wonderfully obscured l» v 
the smoke of the Deerfield massacre. 
If the Indians exhibit the ferocity of 
wild beasts they were certainly lmnted 
as such. 
Broadsides, such as were common in 
England, published from time to time 
with a relation of current events, were 
exceedingly rare in the early days of 
the colony. 
There w as one reprint of 
a London broadside published in Bos­ 
ton in 1G89 , another in 1G9 0, and a third 
in 1G9 7. 
One of the last issued is now 
owned by the city of Boston. 
It is but 
a single leaf, somewhat smaller than a 
page from a quarto dictionary, and con­ 
tains the latest rumors from Holland,of 
a great Turkish defeat by Prince Eu­ 
gene, the coronation of the king of Po­ 
land, and the reception of ambassadors 
at The Hague with the negotiations on 
foot there preliminary to the peace of 
Hyswick. 
Next in importance is one of those 
stamp acts, by ten years tlie precursor 
of that which a century ago aroused the 
ire of good Bostonians even more than 
exorbitant tax rates, flooded streets, and 
venality in public office does to-dav. 
This broadside was 
headed by the 
royal arms and bore duly affixed to the 
margin impressions 
of 
whose use it enforced, 
were not detachable like 
were impressed by a gov ernment offi­ 
cial like a postmark. 
Not only the 
stamp, but the vellum and paper with 
the stamp affixed,were sold by the com­ 
missioner of the stamps; and no instru­ 
ments 01* writings specified in the act 
w ere legal without it. 
The act covered 
nearlv every paper that could be used 
in business or the administration of the 
government from an insurance policy 
to a newspaper. 
The stamp tax on 
newspapers, by tlie way, was half a 
penny, tlie stamp representing a bird 
encircled in a band on which are the 
words: 
“ Half-penny.” 
The 2-penny 
stamp represented a codfish within tlio 
legend, “ Staple of tlie Massachusetts.” 
The 3-penny stamp bore a pine tree 
with tlie motto: 
“ Province of tlie 
Massachusetts.” 
Finally the 4-penny 
stamp, which was to be affixed to assur­ 
ance policies, bills of lading, and cer­ 
tain other commercial papers, bore a 
schooner under full sail within the 
words: 
“ Steady—Steady. ” 
This valuable old document in Ameri­ 
can history was printed by the pub­ 
lisher of the Boston News-Letter, and 
bears the date of March 14, 1755. 
It is 
signed bv Gov. Shirley and counter­ 
signed by J . Willard, Secretary. 
This 
is, as far as known, absolutely unique 
in leaving impressions of the stamps,

and reveals the fact that the general 
court of Massachusetts had passed and 
the Governor enforced a stamp act ten 
years prior to the act sanctioned by the 
Imperial Parliament in 17G5. 
The im­ 
mediate cause for this document was 
Shirley’s proposed military operations 
in the French and Indian war. —Boston

SCENES WI TNESSED AT A COLORED 


REVI VAL I N SAVANNAH.

On these moonlight evenings the stroller 
toward tho west end of the city will *ee ail 
.the sidewalks thronged by cheerful darkies, 
pressing toward the center of town at on 
early hour, and toward the western suburbs 
a t a later hour. 
Moving In that direction a 
few blocks all the streets and houses take a 
different look; the former are narrow' and 
WpftTed, the latter set in bunches, un­ 
painted and dingy. 
Every little dwelling 
•warms with colored people. 
A cabin, too 
small for a small white family in Indiana, 
holds two or three colored families; tbeir 
.furniture is not worth # 5 to the family, 
their home life is painfully bare, and nearly 
all their leisure is spent in the open air. The 
banjo and violin are heard on every square. 
The little dark saloons are marked by red 
lights, and the narrow alleys and open 
spaces resound with riotous merriment 
Every saloon that is big enough has a pool 
table, and a fairly ex citing article of tan­ 
gle foot is retailed at 5 or 10 cents a “ jig­ 
ger,” according to the wish of the customer. 
Restaurants abound, each about six or 
eight feet square, with a little .two-by-two 
counter displaying candy, cigars and sand 
wiches. 
STRONG ON REVIVALS AND FUNERALS. 
Colored churches also abound, of All sizes, 
from the large building, which will seat a 
thousand, down to a mere board chapel; 
and in various private houses prayer meet­ 
ings are in progress I should say that one- 
half the colored people are now attending 
some kind of religious service every night in 
the we.*k. 
In one evening’s walk through 
tUeir section 1 found six meetings, large 
hnd small, in progress. 
There is seldom a 
time from Novtmber till May that a “ glo­ 
rious revival” is not going on, And often 
three are running A t once. 
The negro is 
strong on revivals, and on funerals he is 
simply immense. 
In the country every 
black person who knew the deacesed negro 
in his life goes to the funeral 
If one dies 
in the forenoon the fact is known for six 
or seven miles around before night—shouted 
from field to field by the laborers, and the 
report sent by swiftrfooted 
children to 
houses too far away for shouting the news. 
From field to field thus^runs tho word:“ <J -o-h, 
Fannie! Gwyne to set up to-nightf” 4‘YVhy, 
who-o o’s deadi” 
“ Aunt Folly’s Susie— 
gwyner” “ Why, shuah.'” 
“ Wel’l send de 
word on:” 
J ust at present a “ powahfui revival” is 
devastating the congregation of the big 
church here, and evening after evening the 
scenes are wonderful. 
The vast edifice 
crowded above and below with blacks, the 
loud and long prayers in a tone of moving 
energy, the fervent responses, and the groans 
and cries of forty or fifty “ mourners’’ make 
up a panorama that thrills the blood. After 
each reported conversion the sisters break 
out in rapturous songs, and when there is 
delay or an apparent tending to coldness 
the appeals in song are startlingly vivid, as : 
J esus my all to heaven is gone— 
Is anybody here gittin’ready? 
He whom I fix my hopes upon— 
1» anybody here gettin’ ready i 
O-o-o, sinners come! O-o-o, sinners come! 
Is you gittin’ ready to die? 


I fell to de door wid my load of sin— 
Is anybody here gittin’ ready? 
But J esus come and hope [helped] me in­ 
is anybody here gittin’ ready? 
O-o-o, sinners, come, etc,

But when the harvest has I teen great and 
the time for ex ultation has come, then there 
is music: 
I see Sain’ Petah a-standin’ in de do’, 
Dip in de golden sea!

Chorus:

for eight months in the year there is plenty 
of work, and at fairly good wages the m en 
earn from 75 cents to $1.50 per d a y at ths 
commonest labor, and mAny in Avocations 
requiring some soma skill gat $2 a day from 
October till April There is, first, all the 
heavy handling of ship stores on the long 
wharvs loaded with Georgia pine, tar, 
rosin, and turpentine, Cotton handling i* 
the negro’s monopoly. 
It la never too hot 
for him about the compress or the wharf. 
Fish and oysters employ hundreds 
All the 


araymg *s ucuu 
At least half 
the crews of the many little sail vessels are 
black. 
Of course there are no white bar­ 
bers, hotel waiters, bootblacks, scavengers, 
or porters. 
I have yet to see a white nurse­ 
maid, and white house-servants are very 
rare. 
Four-fifths of the dealers in the 
market house aro black. 
All the wood, 
coal, ashes, fruit, and provisions 1 see in 
truusit are in chargo of black men. 
And 
scores of lines I lack space to mention they 
monopolize.—“ Parke’s ’ Savannah Letter in 
< hicago Times.

CURI OUS CLASS OF PHENOMENA. 


Serious A tten tio n G iven to "M esm eric/* 
"Psych lea l” 
a nd 
‘‘S p ir itistic .’* 
A notable feature of the tendencies of 
scientific thought to-day is the serious at­ 
tention given to the class of phenomena 
known as “ mesmeric,” “ psychical'’ and “ spir­ 
itistic.” 
Where formerly those concerned 
in these matters were chiefly ignorant, 
superstitious, credulous and of ill-balanced 
minds, it appears that intelligent people are 
more and more giving their attention to 
them, with tha growing conviction that 
there is, after all, “ something in them,” and 
that, amid a great deal of deception, there 
remain facts which cannot be ex plained by 
any accepted laws 
Investigators have 
hitherto had to pursue their researches in 
the face of much prejudice, it having been 
considered disreputable to have anything to 
do with such matters. 
Even men of the highest standing In sci­ 
ence and of unimpeachable character, like 
Alfred Russell Wallace, Baron Von Heich- 
enbach and Professors Crookes and Zollner, 
who began their investigations in the skep 
tical spirit which is the first requisite, were 
persecuted and maligned by many of their 
fellow-scientiste for the conclusions which 
they reached. 
Then the London Dialectic 
society appointed a committee of investiga­ 
tion, but when a report corroborating the 
actuality of such phenomena was presented, 
the society refused to receive it 
Then, in 
the beginning of 1882, the English Society 
for Psychical Research w as formed with the 
aim of approaching the various problems 
involved “ without prejudice or prepossession 
of any kind, and in the same spirit of ex act 
And unimpassioned inquiry which has ena­ 
bled science to solve so many problems once 
not less obtcurs nor less hotly debated. ” The 
society, which included many of the most 
eminent men in England, accumulated a 
great mass of evidence concerning thought- 
transference, or “ mind reading,” apparitions, 
etc. 
This fact was the occasion for the forma­ 
tion, at a meeting held in Boston in 18*4, of 
the American Society for Psychical Re­ 
search, the founders of which felt that the 
evidence published by the English society 
was of a measure not to be ignored by sci­ 
entific men. 
Following the methods pur­ 
sued by other scientific observations, which, 
when published, immediately invite many 
careful students to the work of corrobora­ 
tion or disproof, the American society felt 
that there was a duty of systematically 
repeating observations 
similar to thosv* 
made in England with a view to confirm­ 
ing them if truo, and definitely pointing 
out the sources of error in them if false. 
The American society, which has 
been 
quietly at work for something like a year, 
has already attained a considerable mem­ 
bership, and finds a widespread interest in 
the subject 
Tho object of the society is 
briefly defined to be “ the systematic study 
of the laws of mental action.” 
The officers 
include loading men of science in various 
parts of the country, and other eminent 
gentlemen interested in the subject 
They 
represent all shades of opinion; some be­ 
lieving, others disbelieving, while others 
Are indifferent to, the ex istence of so-called 
psychical laws.—Boston Herald. 


J a p a n J o u rn a l on th e C hinese Q uestion. 
Since it ia a fact thAt citizens of the 
United States have, without any reasonable 
ex cuse, injured citizens of the Chinese em­ 
pire within the territory of the United States, 
we see no reason whatever why the Amer­ 
ican government should not pay a proper 
indemnity to the Chinese government 
We 
believe that in ordinary cases, under similar 
circumstances, 
ths United States would 
without hesitation accede to the demand of 
compensation. 
But 
there is one thing 
which makes the case especially unfavorable 
to the Chineae empire. 
That is, the world 
does not look upon the American-Chinese 
trouble as au ordinuy international affair. 
It is only when onntestants are not very 
unequal in their respective situations, that 
the question of right and wrong plays any 
important part in the settlement of a dis­ 
puta 
When two persons of very different 
social standing quarrel, the rule is that the 
one of the higher position is generally con­ 
sidered right, and the other wrong. 
For 
instance, in the feudal times, when a 
samurai (retainer) and a yeta (the lowest 
caste) entered into a quarrel, the result, 
nine 
times 
out 
of 
ten, 
was 
that, 
however 
reasonable 
the 
latter's 
claim 
might 
be, 
the 
samurai 
was declared right and the yeta wrong. This 
was uot only because the law of our country 
was at that time very imperfect, but chiefly 
because it was recognised by all the J ap­ 
anese as a matter of fact thAt ths yeta was 
not an ordinary human being, but a creat­ 
ure a degree below mankind; And that any 
common human being was just as right in 
beating And killing this Inferior creature as 
in similArly treating a dog or a cat 
Thus 
to ill-treat a yetA was regarded by the old 
J apanese neither as a moral offense nor ss a 
legal offencA 
Mow, it can not be denied that the Amer­ 
icans look upon the Chinsse to-day as our 
samurai looked upon tbs yeta in the feudal 
time* 
Since tha Americans do not admit 
ths Chinsse to be their equals, they do not 
much hesitate to inflict any hind of injury 
upon the latter. Not only the Americans them- 
the other civilised nations of 


the world, entertain the same feeling against 
the Chinese. 
Hence the recent massacre of 
the Chinese in the United States does not 
receive severe condemnations from other 
civilized countries. 
There 
are, 
indeed, 
some people here and there, who denounce 
the brutality of the rioters and sympathize 
with the poor Chinamen. But we are afraid 
that tbeir motive in so doing is of the same 
nature as that of a grandmother who chid** 
her grandchild for teasing a cat, or of a 
philanthropist who pities an unfortunate 
horse whipped by a cruel master.—Trans­ 
lated from J iji-Simpo.

After his little snack of breakfast he went 
into his office and received visitors and dic­ 
tated replies to his mail till 'i o'clock, when 
he had luncheon. 
After luncheon he would 
take a smoke, and he always used the best 
of cigars. 
He sometimes smoked at his 
work, and during a part of his White House 
Kfe he would stop work at 5 o’clock and take 
a horseback ride. 
He rode good horsos and 
rodo them fast, and would get back iu time 
to dress for dinner at about 7.
